It was Immediately locked up 
by DAY, kept in bis possession until it was turned over to FBI 
Agent DRAIN for trausmlttal to the Laboratory. It was examined 
by the laboratory, returned to the -Dallas Police Department 
Hovn-iber 24, 1933 , locked up In the .Crime Laboratory. Tills bag 
was returned to Agent DRAIN on November 26, 1963, and taken back to 
the FBI Laboratory.

All students of the JFK case are familiar with "the curl ain rod story." This is the alle- 
gation of the Warren Commission that Lee Harvey Oswald constructed a brown wrapping-paper 
bag or "gun case" to conceal the rifle h&, allegedly broight into the TSBD on November 22, 
claiming the package contained "curtain rods." 


This bag, identified as "Q-10", was scientifically analyzed by the FBI, which told the 
Warren Commission that Q-10 was constructed from the sane wrapping paper and gummed tape 
available in the TSBD shipping department November 22. On the basis of this, the Warren 
Report concluded that Oswald took paper and tape from tile TSBD to Irving where he transferred 
the gun from its blanket wrapping to the paper bag.
